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PEOPLE’S TEMPLE 


Revelations that Amateur Radio was a principal communicat- 
ions tool of the PEOPLE’S TEMPLE have heightened Amateur 
sensitivity to abuses of the Amateur bands. FBI agents, concern- 
ed about possible violent aftermaths of the carnage in Guyana, 
have been talking to a number of Amateurs who had worked or 
monitored Temple stations. The FBI would like tapes or trans- 
cripts of any communications from those stations. Any Amateur 
eae to provide such information should contact the nearest FBI 
office. 

Legitimate Amateur Operations by missionaries are sure to suf.- 
fer from the tragic events of last week, as government authorities 
as well as individual Amateurs pay more critical attention to what 
they hear in the Amateur bands. Amateurs in the Caribbean had 
been disturbed by the lower frequency Amateur operations of the 
People’s Temple for some time, with a number of formal protests 
filed about those activities. It’s no secret that Amateur frequenc- 
ies and equipment have been used by dope traffickers, and un- 
licensed or improper use of the Amateur bands by boaters has 
also been a cause of international concern. 

Amateur radio use and misuse by religious cults and similar 
groups is currently under investigation by reporter Mike Wend- 
land, K8ZRH, of the Detroit News. Mike, who writes the syn- 
dicated ‘‘Radio Talk” column on Amateur and CB radio that 
appears in a number of papers, has a copy of a memo from one 
such group urging the recruitment of Amateurs to set up a comm- 
unications network.

M ORE ON PEOPLE TEMPLE 


The People’s Temple tragedy in Guyana has focused attention 
on Amateur Radio. The Amateur bands had provided much of 
the communications for the ill-fated colony since its founding 
several years ago. Operation of the colony’s station, WB6MNH/ 
8R1 and WB6MID/8R1, had been brought to the Commission’s 
attention by a number of Amateurs who had observed frequent 
apparent rules violations in both operations and the type of traf- 
fic being handled. One California station that had handled a lot 
of Temple traffic, WA6DTJ, received three FCC Notices of Vio- 
lation for his activities, sparking a landslide of over 2,000 letters 
from cult member protesting ‘“‘government meddling in religious 
activities.” Another California station, WD6DVI, received a warn- 
ing from Commission monitors about his cult-related operations. 
. Amateur Radio enjoyed much positive media exposure as a re- 
sult of the news story, as newscasters have brought in Amateurs 
to provide “‘local interest” to their coverage of the story. 

In a related area, some Amateurs have been condemning QST’s 
laudatory coverage of Double Eagle II’s historic flight (in Oct. 
issue), for failing to point out and criticize the fact that the ball- 
oon’s Amateur station was, indeed, unlicensed. (HR REPORT 
Nov. 24/78)

The foregoing is only 
too apparent when some ardent hams pours out his heart to a newspaper 
man or Legislator, talking about nets, frequencies, Harmonics, channels, 
repeaters, DX, SSB, etc & it comes out that fish are caught in nets in the 
channels & hams hear things on DX & repeat them.

The newspaperman is 
thinking only about a story that will look pleasing & the Politician is 
thinking about votes. 


My representative does not know if any members of the Legislature are 
hams.

In my opinion a ham license should cost no more than $1.00. A year 
extra (especially if we keep our old plate and only affix a decal) & recog- 
nized as a public service group, that “CB’’ license plates are “EGO” plates

as I’d guess half the Legislatures have one & being in the majority we would 
have to let them in also. : 


‘A point for the person who could represent amateurs would be to quote 
the communications policy set up by the New Y ork City Police Department 
during their black-out, where hams set up emergency equipment & power & 
assisted the police with their 2 meter & higher equipment thru the repeater 
systems. Asa result the amateur license plate became the prime “ID”’ for 
the ham. Also when we had our local power outage we had emergency 
communication ‘rom homestead to Merritt Island via 2 meter repeaters & 
individual hams who shifted to emergency power.

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THE ALL FLORIDA PHONE NET 
By E. Walter Terrie, NAaWA 
STM Northern Florida 

At the Clearwater Convention on November 25th, the Northern 
and Southern Florida SCMs announced the formation of the All 
Florida Phone Net which meets daily at 1730Z on 7251 khz. The 
purpose of this net is to serve as a combined Section net to provide 
daily liaison with the Daytime National Traffic System via DARN 
and, activity permitting, via DRN5. The Tropical Phone Traffic 
Net has agreed to serve as the late session for this net to receive 
incoming Florida traffic and to distribute it directly and via other 
nets throughout the State. In order to serve in this capacity, the 
TPTN has reorganized and resumed seven day a week operation. 
As can be seen in the accompanying chart, these changes in con- 
junction with the present evening cycle have provided a fully in- 
tegrated two cycle per day NTS support operation for the entire 
State of Florida. The following will provide some background in- 
formation on these changes. 

As stated on page 16 of Public Service Communications, the SCM 
has a responsibility to organize Section level traffic nets in support 
of the National Traffic System. Recent changes in the ARRL field. 
organization produced a new appointment called the Section 
- Traffic Manager. The STM is the SCM’s chief lieutenant for traffic 
affairs. When I assumed this position, I was contacted by several 
amateurs in Northern Florida who were concerned by the 
relatively low participation on the part of NFL amateurs in the 
Daytime system, and who indicated their opinion that the Daytime 
NTS had not received official encouragement and support from the 
SCMs comparable to that accorded to the evening cycle nets. 
Woody Huddleston, K4SCL, SCM Southern Florida, and I met at the 
Melbourne Hamfest to discuss the Daytime NTS with active phone 
operators mostly from Southern Florida. We aiso had a personal 
meeting at which I expressed my intent to more actively involve 
Northern Florida in the Daytime system. I suggested that we 
consider a combined Section phone net arrangement similar to the 
QFN arrangement. We agreed to approach existing nets operating 
in Florida with that proposal.

Shortly after the Melbourne Hamfest, Woody sent a letter to all 
Net Managers in the Southern Florida Section, describing our NTS 
responsibilities and asking for their advice. This letter became the 
subject of a great deal of discussion, much of it without actual 
knowledge of its contents. We had hoped that the FMTN would 
become the first session of this combined section net, and TPTN the 
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late session. We were, however, informed by Al Suhr, WB4AID, 
Manager of FMTN that the net membership had voted 55 to 2 not to 
participate. I therefore began making plans for the All Florida 
Phone Net. On the evening before the Clearwater Convention, 
Frank Butler, W4RH, SCM Northern Florida, Woody Huddleston, 
K4SCL, SCM Southern Florida, Fred Marchman, AA4FG, SEC 
Northern Florida, Bill Johnson, AA4WJ, SEC Southern Florida, 
and myself Walt Terrie, N4WA, STM Northern Florida met to 
discuss the situation and our alternatives. We decided to announce 
formation of a new net at the Traffic Symposium on Saturday, 
unless a more Satisfactory arrangement could be worked out 
before then. 

On Saturday morning, we held discussions with as many dif- 
ferent traffic handlers at the Convention as we could contact. 
George Rae, K4TH, Assistant Director for traffic ARRL SE 
Division, was instrumental in these discussions and participated in 
a one to two hour meeting which included Al Suhr, WB4AID, FMTN 
Manager and Assistant Manager Billy Williams, N4UF. Once 
again, FMTN through its management expressed their desire to 
remain independent. We therefore announced and began operating 
the All Florida Phone Net. 

One of the goals of this net is to spread the work load among as 
many different stations as possible. We don’t want to place the 
obligations of this net on the shoulders of one or two ‘iron men’’ 
traffic handlers, rather we want to share the work all around so 
that it does not become a burden upon any one. Stations who would 
like to help out should contact Net Manager Lan Helms, W4WNY. 
The nets operation is still flexible and changes in time or 
frequency, etc., may be made as conditions warrant. I hope we see 


you on the All Florida Phone Net!

FLASH — STOP THE PRESSES — THE GENERAL MEMBERSHIP VOTED TO 
RETAIN FIVE DIRECTORS IN THE RECENT QCWA NATIONAL ELECTION AC- 
CORDING TO TED HEITHECKER, W5EJ, THE QCWA GENERAL MANAGER. A total 
of 1,037 ballots had been cast in this election. Of this total, 39 ballots were disallowed, 
leaving a total valid count of 998 ballots. Of this total, 176 were received from the Fourth 
Call Area. The Sixth Call Area led with 220 ballots. The total breakdown of ballots showed 
that Alternate A (5 Directors) recieved 420 votes and Alternate B (11 Directors) received 
578 votes. However, it requires a two-thirds majority vote or 665 votes to have provided for 
11 Directors. 

_ All recommended changes in the Constitution and By-Laws were approved by an 
overwhelming vote of 904 to 50.

This report will be mailed to each Chapter Secretary 
for dissemination to Chapter members. This newsletter will include fast-breaking news 
items and other items of a current interest.

It is not planned to send the ‘‘HLR” to individual 
members, although a limited number of copies will be amde available to members. The 
cost to members for 12 issues, sent by first class mail, will be approximately $2.60 per 
year.

TWO SOVIET RS SATELLITES IN ORBIT

On October 26th, 1978 the USSR launched the first two Amateur 
Radio satellites in its RS series. They are called RS1 and RS2. 
These satellites are in a orbit with an altitude of approximately 1020 
miles. At this altitude it takes 2 hours and 23.5 seconds to complete 
an orbit. The inclination of the orbit in respect to the Equator is 82.5 
degrees. Due to the longer time for the orbit, the crossing point on 
the Equator moves 30.2 degrees further West each orbit. This is due 
to the Earth moving eastward. 

Since the launch, RS2 has been following RS1 (approx. 10 minutes 
apart). At this date (Dec.) there has been indications that an ad- 
justment in RS2’s orbit was made, making the separation greater. 
The original plan of the RS series is to place 3 to 4 operating’ 
satellites in orbit at the same time. The launch of RS1 and RS2 is 
the first phase of this program. From sketches in the USSR 
Amateur Magazine RADIO it seems: that the RS satellites are 
adaptations of regular Soviet Weather satellites. 

Frequencies of operation are similar to Oscars 7A and 8A. 145.90

The beacon is on 29.40 Mhz with CW and high speed data. 
Operational days are Saturday and Sunday GMT. Wednesday is for 
experiments and the rest of the week used for testing. It is im- 
portant to note that LESS THAN 10 WATTS ERP is needed for a S9 
signal thru the satellite. If ERP is exceeded the satellite will turn — 
off for the rest of the orbit. Very littke power is required! This 
means very simple equipment and antennas! 


Locating the birds has been difficult as information given out by 
control station RS3A has not been accurate (as of this writing). 
ARRL is using this ‘‘official’’ data for its bulletins. Meanwhile, 
Amsat is gathering information from their. worldwide sources and 
plan to have accurate orbital data by the time you read this. A 
booklet covering the orbits will be published sometime after 
January Ist. 


The USSR Radio Sport Federation is giving out Certificates and 
medals for working the RS satellites. More information can be 
obtained from the ARRL. Also telemetry reports are badly needed.
